NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 19th] May 1970 

G.S.R. 848(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred bv clause (i) of sub¬ 
section (10) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act. 1939 (4 of 1939) and In 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Shipping and Transport No. S.O. 3380, dated the 28th October, 1972, the Central 
Government hereby specifies the following, numely: — 

1. A tourist vehicle, for being eligible for a permit under sub-section (7) of 
section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939), shall be on a chassis which 
is not more than five vears old from the date of its Initial registration. 

2. A tourist vehicle referred to in paragraph 1 shall conform to the following 
specifications, namely: — 

(1) Principal Dimensions:— 

Length—not exceeding 10,5 metres. 

Width—not exceeding 2.5 metres. 

Rear Overhang—not exceeding 60 per cent of the wheel base. 

(1249) 
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Overall height—not exceeding 3.35 metres. 

Interior clear height in the gangway—not less than 1.85 metres. 

Provided that the State Government or any authority authorised in this behalf 
by the Slate Government, if it is satisfied that it is nece.ua iy because of the 
nature or any road or bridge or in the interests of public safety, may prohibit 
or restrict the operation of a tourist vehicle in a specified route or area unless 
such vehicle complies with the requirements specified by the State Govern¬ 
ment for such route or area. 

(2) Structure.— (i) A rigid, sturdy and strong structural frame work using 
suitable material of adequate sectional area and shape shall be provided. 

(ii) All mild steel components shall be phosphated as per the code of practice 
to I.S.-6006—Class C and primer painted. 

(ill) Whenever two dissimilar metals come into contact with other, the con- 
treat shall be coated with dielectric paint. 

(3) Body Mounting.—The body shall be mounted on the chassis with each high 
tensile steel bolts of not less than 10 m,m. diameter. No holes shall be drilled in 
the chassis side members (Longitudinals) except where such drilling Is techni¬ 
cally approved by the chassis manufacturers. Rubberised packing or mounting 
of adequate thickness shall be used between the body structure and the chassis 
frame. 

(4) Flooring,— (i) Material used for flooring shall have sound deadening 
qualities. All joints shall be dust-proofed by suitable packing. The surface shall 
be washable and shall be made antiskid, safe for the passengers by providing 
wear strips or antiskid design embossings, where necessary. 

(ii) Material for flooring shall be— 

(a) Seasoned Timber, 25 mm. thick, qj- 

(b) Resin bonded plywood—IS-303-BWR Grade or IS—4990 (not lesa 

than 19 mm. thick), or 

(c) Block Board—IS—1059—not less than 19 mm. thick, 

and covered with— 

(I) Linoleum or Rubber matting, Or 

(II) Aluminium Chequered plates—14 G thick minimum, or 

(III) 14 G. Aluminium Sheet with wear strips. 

(5) Exterior Panelling,—(i) Material —Aluminium sheet of thickness 18 G 
min—Grade NS-3-Half hard shall be used for exterior panelling. 

(ii) Method of Fixing; — 

(a) Roof panelling shall be of the sheets laid longitudinally over the 

full length of the vehicle except for the domes and destination boxes 
with a view to providing minimum length of joints in the panelling. 
The joints shall be of Inter-lock, type and shall be made leakproof 
by using suitable jcinting compound. Roof exterior panelling shall 
be fixed to the structure by aluminium alloy solid rivets spaced at 
approximately 75 mm. pitch. 

(b) Side panelling shall be so laid as to provide the joint on thp struc¬ 

tural members. At the vertical joint, the panel, in the front shall 
overlap the panel in the rear and at the horizonal 
joint, the upper panel shall overlap the lower panel. Solid alumi¬ 
nium alloy rivets or aluminium counter-sunk blind rivets, at 100 mm. 
pitch approximately shall be used for fixing the side panel to the 
structure. The blind rivet holes shall be sealed with apoxy resin 
compound. 
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(c) All panels shall be coated with anti-drumming compound and shall 

bo re-inforced by suitable stiffner between the interior and exterior 
panels. Wherever dissimilar metals come into contact with each 
other, the contact area shall be covered with dielectric paint, Alumi- 
mimuin panel mouldings of suitable dimensions shall be used ©t all 
joints of the panels. 

(d) Water gutter shall be fitted at approximately cant rail level to divert 

the rain water. 

(e) The body shall be made completely leakproof and dust-proof. 

(6) Interior Panelling.—Interior Panelling shall be provided to cover the 
•entire interior roof, sides, back and bulk head partitions as specified below:— 

(i) Material for Interior panelling shall be— 

(a) Decorative laminates, or 

(b) Padded Upholstry, or 

(c) Teak plywood, or 

(d) Plastic Coated Steel Sheet —20 G minimum. 

(il) Where decorative laminates or teak plywood are fitted directly, the 
thickness shall not be less than 3 mm. Where decorative laminates, 
teak plywood or padded upholstry is fitted on metallic sheets, the 
metallic sheet shall he Aluminium 20G thick, grade NS-3. Half 
hard or galvanised Iron —20G thick and the laminate may be 1-B 
mm thick. 

(iii) The surface of the interior panelling shall be washable. Insulation 
between the interior and exterior panelling shall be of suitable 
material like thermocole, glass fibre mattress, Asbestos fibre, etc., of 
thickness not less than 40 mm, Aluminium panel moulding shall be 
used to cover all panel joints. Wherever rivetting is adopted, the 
rivets shall be suitably concealed. Truss panelling of suitable 
strength shall be provided at appropriate locations. Precautions Indi¬ 
cated in item (5) (ii) (c) above shall be taken in case metal sheet 
is used for interior panelling. 


(7) Doom.—(i) (a) Passenger entrance-cum-exit door shall be located as far 
In the front as is possible. Where the front overhang is adequate, the door shall 
be located ahead of th e front axle. If full bulk head partition is provided, it shall 
be as near the bulk as possible, 

(b) If hinged type passenger door is provided, the hinges shall be located in 
the front and the door shall match the contour of the tourist vehicle Minimum 
clear opening in this case shall be 760 mm. 

(c) If Jack Knife Type door is provided, the minimum clear opening shall 
he 660 mm. 

(d) The door frame shall be sturdv and shall be so constructed as to provide 
easy access for repairs or replacement of hinges, door handle fitment and dove¬ 
tails, etc. 

(e) The door handle shall be such as can be operated from inside a3 also 
from outside. Arrangement^ shall be provided for bolting the door from Inside 
and for locking it from outside. 

(il) (al Emergency exit In' the form of a door, hinged in the front, shall be 
provided on the off side of the tourist vehicle and shall be capable of being 
operated both from inside and the outside of the tourist vehicle. Minimum clear 
opening shall be 660 mm. The shape of the door shall blend smoothly with the 
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contour of the said vehicle. Provision shall be made for bolting the door from, 
inside. Alternatively, an emergency exit from the rear windscreen may be 
provided, hinged at the top and having a minimum clear opening of CPC mm.>; 

660 mm. 


(b) The emergency exit shall be prominently identified in red letter* 
“Emergency Exit” from the inside: 

Provided that, where the windows are at least 1.72 metres wide and a small 
hammer or any other similar implement is provided to break the panes in the 
event of emergency, a separate emergency exit shall not be necessary. 

(lii) Except where the entrance door is provided ahead of the front axle, a 
sparate door with a suitable sliding window shall be provided for th e driver near 
the driver's seat as specified below:— 

(a) If the entrance door is of the hinged type, the driver’s door shall blend 

with the contour of the vehicle and the hinges shall be located in 
the front. If it is the sliding type, the fitment shall be as to provider 
smooth movement of the door on the rails, with minimum rattle 
when plying on rough road surface. 

(b) Clear opening for driver’s door shall not be less than 360 mm. 

(iv) Where full bulk head Is provided in the tourist vehicle It shall have a 
communicating door with a clear opening of 510 mm and shall have arrange¬ 
ments for bolting or locking from the passenger compartment. 

(v) All doors shall be rattle-proof and dust-proof. 

(vi) Door handles on the exterior shall be of sunken type so as not to protrude 
outside the side panelling, Door locks for hinged doors shall be spring loaded^ 
alam type, with two stage striker plate. 

(8) Wind Screen.—(i) Front wind screen shall be of clear, wave and distor¬ 
tion free, safety or toughened glass of thickness approximately 5.5 mm. and shall 
be of full width of the tourist vehicle, If made in two halves, the width of the 
centre verticle joint, inclusive of the rubber glazing, shall not exceed 03 mm, 
Fitment of the front windshield shall be such as to enhance the elegance of the 
tourist vehicle. 

(11) Rear wind screen shall be of safety or toughened gl»sa of approximately 
6.5 mm thickness. It snail match with the windows provided on the vehicle. 
Sliding curtains shall be provided on the rear wind screen 

(9) Windows.—Except in the case of air -conditioning tourist vehicle, windows 
shall be provided as specified hereunder: 

(1) Nominal window spacing for the standard bej. shall be 1425 mm. 
approximately. 

(il) The window frame shall be of aluminium extruded section, in natural 
finish or anodised to match the colour of the tourist vehicle and 
shall be perimeter mounted, with rubber glazing, in ® pan of sturdy 
construction. 

(Ill) The windows shall be of double-sliding type, with safety or toughen¬ 
ed glass, 4.8 mm. thick minimum running smoothly in channels or 
terylene felt without rattle. 

(iv) Handles or knobs shall be provided for movement of the glasses of 

the windows. Locking arrangement shall also be provided in the 
windows from the passenger compartment, 

(v) All Safety or toughened glasses used for the windows shall conform 

to 15-2553. 

(vi) All windows shall be provided with sliding curtains. 
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(10) Ventilation.—( 1 ) Adequate arrangement for ventilation shall be provid¬ 
ed for the passenger compartment when the tourist vehicle is in motion with 
the windows closed. 

(ii) Drivers leg room ventilation shall be provided by an adjustable open¬ 
ing of size 250 sq. cm. approximately. Similarly adjustable opening of approxi¬ 
mately 250 sq. cms. shall be provided for drivers head room ventilation. 

(iii) All ventilators and window? shall be such that when closed they will 
not permit ingress of rain water or dust in tire passenger compartment. 

(11) Luggage Arrangements.—(i) (a) Luggage compartment shall be pro¬ 
vided at the rear or at the sides or both of the tourist vehicle, The size of the 
compartment shall be such as to allow at least 0.071 cubic metre of space per 
passenger. If necessary, the floor level at which the seats are mounted may be 
raised or the chassis frames dropped to accommodate a compartment of adequate 
size. Modifications adopted for this purpose shall be such as will provide com¬ 
pensation for the effect of the modification on structural strength. 

(b) The doors of the said compartment shall be of adequate size and shall 
be rattle-prool, shall prevent Ingres? of dust and water in the compartment and 
shall have suitable locking arrangement. 

(11) Two light luggage racks, on strong brackets, shall be provided inside the 
passenger compartment running along the sides of the tourist vehicle. Except 
where nylon netting is used, the underside of the rack shall have padded up- 
holstry to protect the passengers from an accidental hit. Similarly, the general 
design and fitment of the rack shall avoid sharp corners, edge s etcetra so as to 
avoid hazards to the passengers, 

(12) Front Grill and Bumper^—Front Grill and Bumper shall be such as to 
provide an elegant look. 

(13) Painting and Finishing.—(i) The tourist vehicle shall be painted in 
"Nitro-Cellulose” paints of any suitable colour scheme. The recommendations of 
the paint manufacturer in respect of surface preparation, process of painting, 
drying, rubbing down, etc., shall be carefully followed. 

(ii) A special distinguishing mark (symbol) as specified In Annexure I to 
this notification shall be painted on the sides of the tourist vehicle or displayed 
prominently on the front wind screen of the said vehicle. 

(14) Seats and Seating Arrangements.—(i) Seating layout shall be two and 
two on either side, with a gangway of at least 355 millimetre width at the centre. 
Each passenger shall have an area of 457 mm. x 457 mm. minimum for the seat 
and on arm-rest 38 mm. wide, at least on one side. The seat back shall be of full 
height. 

(ii) The seat frames shall be sturdy, properly finished and so mounted as to 
transfer the weight directly to the structural members of frame-work. The 
seats shall be of reclining type, preferably adjustable. 

(iii) Material recommended for seat cushion and back rest is “Latex foam 
rubber—Grade D E” of IS-1741. The seat cushion’ shall be tapering with 150 mm. 
height In the front and 100 mm. in the rear. The seat back shall be 50 mm. thick 
in Latex Foam-Grade B of IS—1741, Both the seat and the back shall be covered 
with “Foam Rexine” or “Tapestry Cloth” of appropriate colour and design to 
enhance the appearance. The seat frame, the Cushions, the back and upholstry 
shall add up to provide adequate comfort for passengers. 

(iv) The seats shall be so mounted as to provide at least 280 mm. leg room 
from the front of the rear seat to the back of the front seat. A foot-rest at suit¬ 
able location and height shall be provided for every passenger. 

(v) The seat for the driver shall be 457 mm. X 457 mm. properly unholstered 
and suitably shaped, both for the seat and the back, to avoid fatigue, provide cotn- 
fort and have easy access to the controls. This reat shall be adjustable fore-and- 
aft as well as up-and-down by 100 mm. each way. 
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(vi) The seat for the Conductor/Attendant ghall be located on the left of the 
engine, It shall be so located as to provide easy access to the controls of Radio 
and Public address system. 


(16) Lighting. —(1) (a) Passenger compartment shall be adequately Illuminat¬ 
ed by either at least three tube lights each of 600 mm, in length and located at. 
such places so as to provide uniform level of Illumination In the entire compart¬ 
ment or hy at least eight electric bulbs, each of 15—20 Watts, uniformly spaced 
In the compartment. The light mounting shall be such that bare light is not 
visible to the seated passengers, so that glare is reduced. These lights shall be 
controlled by switches located near the driver’s/attendant’s seat. 


(b) An arrangement shall be provided to eliminate reflection' of the light from 
the passenger compartment on the windscreen which distracts the driver, 

(c) In addition to the lights in passenger compartment, at least two night-lights 
with coloured domes, fitted with 15—20 Wattg electric bulbs each, shall be pro¬ 
vider! In the passenger saloon. 

(ii) Front and rear destination boxes, if provided, shall be illuminated by the 
bulbs of 15—20 Watts each, fitted in a concealed location and not directly visible 
from the front of the tourist vehicle. 


(iii) One independently operated light fitting shall be provided for illumina¬ 
tion of the driver’s/attendants’ s eat area. 


(iv) A light fitting shall be provided for illuminating the steps at the passen¬ 
ger entrance door. 

(v) Each luggage compartment shall have a light fitting for Illumination of 
that compartment. 


(vl) Wiring in the passenger compartment shall be with low tension Cable 
conforming to IS. 2466, of size commensurate with the estimated current load¬ 
ing The wires shall be carried In PVC sleeving or conduit or casing of adequate 
size. When any wire passes through a hole in a panel or sheet or metallic com¬ 
ponents, a rubber grommet of adequate size shall be provided for protection or 
the insulation. 


(16) Fittings and Accessories.—A tourist vehicle shall be equipped with the 
following; namely: — 

(i) Suitable decorative moulding on the exterior panel to reduce the 

drumming as also to enhance the appearance. 

(ii) Convex rear view mirrors, one on each side, universally adjustable 

and of adequate dimensions. 


(lit) Good quality First-Aid Box with glazed front, of dimensions suit¬ 
able to accommodate the items specified in Annexure II to this noti¬ 
fication, and located conveniently for the attendant. 

(iv) Fire Extinguisher, dry Powder type conforming to I.S. 2171 located 
near the engine compartment. 


(v) Insulation on interior or exterior of the engine bonnet for reducing 
the noise and heat from the engine. Recommendation insulation Is 
impregnated glass wool blanket with compressed thickness of 12 mm. 


(vi) Provision for locating vehicle tools securely. 

(vil) Heavy duty windscreen' wiper system, electrically operated. 

(vlii) Adjustable sunvisors of adequate size for the driver and for the 
attendant, 

(ix) Electrically operated wide indicators/blinkers, stop lights and parking 
lights, 

(x) Suitable illumination for the registration number plate at the rear. 


(xl) Dual head lamps. 
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,(xii) Electric horn of superior quality. 

(xiii) Electric fans, 8" sweep, adjustable, at least eight in numbers, suitably 
spaced in the passenger compartment and controlled by switches 
located near the seat of driver/attendant. 

(xiv) Electric bell/buzzer located near the seat of driver/attendant end 

operated by at least four push button controls placed at suitable 
location in the passenger compartment. 

(xv) Ash trays, near passenger seats of a design convenient for cleaning 

them at intermediate stops of the tourist vehicle. 

(xvi) Ice Box, 

(xvli) Rack for magazines and other reading materiel. 

(xvlii) Back pockets and numericals for each seat. 

(xlx) Radio and public address system with at least four speakers suitably 
located in the passenger compartment. 

(xx) Document frame, located near the seat of driver, for carrying vehicle 

documents, tax token, licence and permit, etc. 

(xxi) Mud flaps for front and rear wheels. 

3. On and from the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette, no permit shall be granted or renewed in respect 0 f a tourist vehicle 
under sub-section (7) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1039 (4 of 1939), 
unless the provisions of this notification are complied with: 

Provided that the provisions of this notification shall not apply to ft motor 
cab within the meaning of clause (16) of section 2 of the said Act.
